By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S., 
Editor Oral Hygiene. 

When that sharp little pain warns 
you that another tooth is going, tt 
always secins “so sudden,” so unrca- 
sonably sudden, The enamel is not 
sensitive but the dentine that forms| 
the body of the tooth and fills all of 
the space between the enamel and the 
nerve, is ful of thrills. 

Whiere the enamel and the dentine 
meet, the tooth is more sensitive tha | 
at any other place except on the 
nerve; the teeth are particularly sen- 
sitive at the margin of the gum, 

As the little bacteria df decay get 
further into the dentine, they send 
scouts out ahead along the fibres that 
extend from the nerve. That is why 
the dentist scems to do such a tre- 
mendous lot of drilling in a cavity. [f 
he didn’t go well beyond the farthest 
careers of decay, his filling would be 
‘a failure. 

The decay spreads out underneath 
the enamel as the acid produced by 
the bacteria eats away the lime that 
forms the hard part of the tooth. This 
causes the cavity to be larger usually 
on the inside than it is at the en- 
trance.

Cree), We all got off our horses, 
took our fire bags and settled down 
for a smoke and a talk, As I had! 
thought, Riel had them down, | 
their errand being to corral all the 
government cattle, but in this they 
had failed as the Indians very wisely 
hid them, so they were returning 
empty handed, I asked whether they 
were bothering setthrs. No,” was 
the reply, "we passed close to Nees- 
wa-pi-tis (Goodfellow) house and saw

Germany Asks For Help And Assist-

sembly, That shows what can be 
done by the combination of good 
s.nse ,a large grasp of affairs, and 
inflexible purpose for a great and just 
end which Lord Robert displayed on 
that occasion, And the same qualities 
will beyond doubt tell in other fields 
as opportunity offers, Nothing can 
be more foolish than to underrate the 
power of a single vigorous personal- 
ity directed with perfect disinter- 
estedness to just ends And, let it 
be said, the British people love such 
a man and are quick to recognize 
him, Cleverness and adroitness 
count no doubt for much, for far too 
much, in the game of politics, But 
honesty and character in the end 
count for more,—Manchester Guar-

Big Paper Mull for West 


Considertble Interest Is Developed ; 
In Recent Order-in-Council, 

The Manitoba Free Press publish- 
es the following from its Ottawa core 
respondent: 

"In view of the 
situation which was experienced dur- 
ing the greater part of last year by 
reason of newsprint shortage and 
the high priccs demanded by the 
manufacturers, great importance will 
be attached to an order-in-council 
just passed by the Federal Govern- 
ment, which, it is expected, will re- 
sult in the construction in the near 
future of a large pulp and paper mill 
in Western Canada, | 

“This order-in-council, which has 
just been signed by the Govyernor- 
General, provides for offering for 
sale by either public auction or com- 
by tenders, a large pulp 
wood berth covering certain Domin- 
ion and school lands lying east of 
Lake Winnipeg in the province of 
Manitoba, The total available area 
is estimated at approximately 718 
square miles, 

"The bidder or tender, as the case 
may be, w.ll be required to enter into 
an agreement with the Minister of 
the Interior, representing the Crown, 
to erect within the limits af the 
berth or at some other place, ap- 
proved by the minister, a pulp and 
paper mill costing with equipment 
and machinery not less than $1,000,- 
000, and further, that he will operate 
the mill in) such manner that the 
daily output shall not be tess than 
100 tons of pu!p, At least 50 per 
cent, of this pulp must be manufac- 
tured into paper at the same plant,

The Government of the Province 
of Alberta, through its Statistical 
Branch, makes the statement that 
and admittedly conservative estimate 
of the value of farm production and 
of live stock on the farms within the 
province at the end of 1920 reaches a 
total o” over $430,000,000, It can be 
said that the agricultural and lve» 
stock values of the other Prairie Prove 
inces of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
would come within reasonable bounds 
of, or may exceed, Alberta’s total, 
and thus a_ sum of over one billion 
dollars is seen as the value of agricul- 
ture of the western prairies, 

In looking at the future of the west, 
it is permissible to emphasize the 
small proportion of available agricul- 
tural land that is today under cultiva- 
tion as compared with the total area 
of arable land available for tillage and 
stock grazing. To these factors must 
be added the values of agriculture, 
minerals, forests, fisheries and other 
resqgirces of the province of British 
Columbia, as well as similar resources 
in the prairie provinces, and the as 
yet undiscovered or unproven poten 
tial wealth such as oil and other as» 
sets of the west. 

Canadians ,taking into consideration 
these well-known facts, realize that 
in a country yielding so abundantly 
there is only reason for progressive 
development and no reason whatso- 
for doubt of a continuance of 


ever 
prosperity, 

It is a noticeable fact that the 
movement towards normal trading 
conditions has already commenced, 
Factories that have been working 


part-time or with reduced staffs are 
taking on additional men, and by the 
end of January a large number of 
plants will be again in full operation, 
In country districts, merchants are 
sending in orders to replenish stocks 
and the commercial traveller is finding 
conditions rapidly improving, The 
unemployment which has never been 
excessive, has been taken care of in a 
practical way, and a few weeks will 
see the absorption of a large propor- 
tion of those secking work. 

On the Pacific Coast, discussions 
are now taking place with a view to a 
price-cut in logs while the retail lum- 
ber trade has under review the neces 
sity of reducing cost of lumber, Cam- 
paigns are already anticipated look- 
ing to a continuance of active housing 
plans, and prospective building prom- 
ises a better year than that of 1920, 
In Manitoba, the extension by the 
Manitoba Power Commission of pow- 
er lines to 40 rural districts is asked, 
At Kenora, a large pulp mill is to be 
erected with one or two other pulp 
mills at Port Arthur and Fort Wil- 
liam, one at Harrison, B.C., and an- 
other on Massett Is’and, B.C, Pro- 
vincial governments are figuring on 
construction of public buildings, more 
especially for university extensions 
and utilities, and large sums of money 
are go be expended on main and rural 
roads throughout the west. 

So far as one can see, the promise 
is for many activities along all lines 
of devclopment, and it is not difficult 
to forecast a period that will bring 
with it a maintenance of the prosper- 
ity of the Canadian West,
